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Hillside Storm Water Tour 
Shows Need for New Laws

On Sunday, September 16 a 
group of nearly 20 Greenbelters 
met at | p.m. to go on a Storm 
Water Walk guided by Lesley 
Riddle, assistant Public Works 
director for Greenbelt. The tour 
began on Hillside Road between 
Laurel Hill and Greenhill, across 
the street from the sign (since 
removed) announcing the Green- 
hill/Hillside Stream Restoration. 
Susan Barnett, who organized the 
tour, explained that this tour was 
second in a series. On May 8, 
2010, Riddle had given another 
tour of the same site, dubbed 
“The Good, the Bad and the 
Ugly Tour” because it pointed 
out what storm water mitigation 
existing at that time was trying 
to fix and where it succeeded or 
failed. This tour would exam- 
ine the latest stream restoration 
project and explain its goals and 
engineering. 

Riddle cautioned that “res- 
toration” was a misnomer or 
misleading because there was no 
way to restore an urban stream 
like this one back to its original, 
natural state. The problem was 
that the stream had been detached 
from the flood plain, meaning the 
storm water had no room to slow 
down, soak up and spread out. 
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“We like storm water,” Riddle 
exclaimed, diffusing its nega- 
tive connotations. Storm water 
is what recharges our aquifer, 
waters our crops, trees, bushes 
and grasses, fills our streams and 
lakes. The enemy is imperme- 
able surfaces — roads, rooftops, 
parking lots. Water moves off 
those surfaces quickly, accelerat- 
ing downhill. When it hits the 
streambed it picks up debris and 
scours the streambed, making it 
deeper and steeper. This carries 
sediment, trash and pollutants 
downstream to Greenbelt Lake 
and Indian Creek and on to the 
Anacostia and Potomac Rivers 
and eventually the Chesapeake 
Bay. 

After taking the path down to 
the tunnel under Hillside, Riddle 
had the group stop to learn about 
features of the project that hope- 
fully will mitigate storm water 
issues. A major constraint was 
not enough room to fully restore 
the streambed and reconnect it to 
the floodplain. But to help the 
problem, the engineering aimed 
at enhancing the streambed’s abil- 
ity to slow down, soak up and 
spread out storm water.

Election 2012 


Dream Act for Undocumented Students 
Placed in Voters’ Hands for Decision 


On the upcoming November 
6 General Election ballot, vot- 
ers will confront seven state- 
wide referendum questions. Four 
(Questions 4-7) have proved 
controversial and three of those 
four (Questions 4-6) were peti- 
tioned to the ballot by groups of 
voters who opposed the adoption 
of bills already passed by the 
General Assembly and signed by 
Governor Martin O’ Malley. 

The bar for petitioning state 
legislation to referendum used to 
be high since it requires reaching 
a large number of sympathetic 
voters in a short time to obtain 
signatures. But courtesy of mod- 
ern technology, people wishing 
to sign such petitions may now 
go to central sites to acquire and 
sign their own copy of the peti- 
tion. While this option greatly 
lowers the threshold on chal- 
lenging lawmakers, it also raises 
costs to the taxpayer by multiply- 
ing such challenges.

An article in last week’s is- 
sue of this newspaper exam- 
ined Question 5, which deals 
with the state’s redistricting plan. 
This week’s story looks at Ques- 
tion 4, titled “Public Institutions 
of Higher Education — Tuition 
Rates.” 

The General Assembly had 
passed Maryland’s Dream Act 
(the Development, Relief and 
Education for Alien Minors Act) 
during the 2011 legislative ses- 
sion. Governor O’Malley then 
signed Senate Bill 167, which 
provides in-state tuition rates to 
certain immigrants brought to the 
U.S. as children, with and with- 
out documents, and to selected 
military personnel. 

Today students who reside 
in Maryland and are not per- 
manent residents of the U.S. 
are required to pay out-of-state 
tuition at Maryland community 
colleges and at four-year institu- 
tions of higher education. At the 


Hearing on Sector Plan Has 
Few Speakers Supporting

Twenty-two speakers testi- 
fied at the October 2 joint pub- 
lic hearing on the Preliminary 
Greenbelt Metro and Md. 193 
Corridor Sector Plan and Pro- 
posed Sectional Map Amend- 
ment (Sector Plan). The hearing 
was held at the Prince George’s 
County Administration Building 
in Upper Marlboro. 

County Council Chair Andrea 
Harrison, presiding at the joint 
hearing, was joined by her eight 
colleagues on the Prince George’s 
County Council and by four 
members of the Prince George’s 
County Planning Board, led by 
Planning Board Chair Elizabeth 
Hewlett and members Dorothy 
Bailey, Manuel R. Gerardo and 
John P. Shoaff. 

Harrison introduced Chad Wil- 
liams, project manager for the 
Sector Plan process for the past 
two years, who provided an over- 
view of the Preliminary Plan 
highlights. He noted that plan el- 
ements would have a fairly long 
implementation phase, depending 
upon the pace of proposed devel- 
opments. 

The goal for the important 
North Core area of the Metro 
development would have a key 
recommendation for development 
of an “eco-community” with en- 
vironmental sensitivity and green 
building strategies with either 
a private developer or a large 
General Services Administration 
(GSA) tenant. Currently, how- 


ever, he noted that built office 
space within a three-mile radius 
is experiencing a 24-percent va- 
cancy rate. 

For the planning area, Wil- 
liams said that special attention 
has been paid to safety, con- 
nectivity, realistic phasing of 
implementation, neighborhood 
preservation and conservation. 
The intent, he said, is to build 
on best practices of the past and 
to determine where to go from 
there. 

Targeted for higher density 
use are two areas he described 
as “corridor nodes” at the inter- 
sections of Greenbelt Road at 
Cherrywood Lane and at Hanover 
Parkway. Associated with these 
changes would be phased rede- 
velopment of the Beltway Plaza 
commercial areas. 

Opportunity Areas 

Williams also listed the Capi- 
tal Office Park and the Golden 
Triangle as “Opportunity Areas.” 
For Franklin Park, he estimated 
that the existing apartment and 
townhouse community of ap- 
proximately 2,800 dwelling units 
could go up to 5,600 units based 
on the approved Conceptual Site 
Plan for the property. He pro- 
jected that the actual potential 
for Franklin Park would be some- 
where between those numbers. 

At the end of his nearly 
hour-long presentation, Williams

University of Maryland, annual 
tuition and fees for an in-state 
student are about one-third those 
for an out-of state student. The 
ratio varies, however, for differ- 
ent colleges. Several community 
colleges already offer in-county 
tuition rates to undocumented 
immigrants. 
Question 4 

Lengthy though it is, the ver- 
biage of Question 4 does not 
spell out all the detailed require- 
ments the law would place on 
the student and family to qualify 
for in-state tuition. In practice, 
the law would apply only to a 
limited group. 

To be eligible under this law 
to pay in-state tuition rates at 
community colleges in Maryland, 
a student must have attended a 
Maryland high school for at least 
three years and have graduated 
from high school or obtained a 
general education degree (GED) 
in Maryland. 

Parents or legal guardians of 
these immigrant students must 
also have filed Maryland tax 
returns for the past three years.

Voter Registration 
Deadline Is Oct. 16 


Tuesday, October 16 is the 
deadline for registering to vote 
in the November 6 Presidential 
Election. To register to vote 
in Prince George’s County, one 
must be a U.S. citizen, a county 
resident and age 18 or older by 
Election Day. Eligible residents 
may register or update an exist- 
ing registration by mail, in person 
or online. Online registration is 
now available to anyone with a 
Maryland-issued state ID number 
or driver’s license number. The 
signature on file with the MVA 
becomes the official voter regis- 
tration signature. To register or 
update information online, go to 
elections.state.md.us. no later than 
9 p.m. October 16. 

Registration forms must be 
postmarked by October 16 if 
mailed or they may be deliv- 
ered in person from 8:30 a.m. 
to 4:30 p.m. by October 16 to 
the County Board of Elections 
at 16201 Trade Zone Avenue, 
Suite 108, Upper Marlboro, MD 
20774. Forms may be printed 
from the websites of the county 
or state boards of election or may 
be picked up in person at the 
County Board of Elections, the 
Greenbelt Branch Library or the 
City Clerk’s Office in the Green- 
belt Municipal Building.

An accom- 
plished singer, she is also skilled 


on the banjo, guitar and Irish 
whistle and flute. Her capacity to 
create melodic lines is the force 
behind the band’s original works. 

Andrea Bassoff, singer for the 
band The Scrub Pines, returns 
with more alternative country 
classics and traditional tunes. 
She brings back memories with 
a voice that threads through the 
songs with patient timing and 
clarity that seems to channel per- 
formers like Patsy Cline. Roots 
of country soul are kept alive by 
the Scrub Pines. 

The Gliders 

Back for this year’s lineup are 
the Gliders, an upbeat foursome 
who get people on their feet 
with some very danceable tunes 
bringing Memphis and Texas 
and a little Urban Cowboy to the 
mix. Steve Miller on guitar and 
vocals leads the way with a big 
smile, even for the heartbreakers, 
while Greenbelt’s own Marbury 
Wethered pumps up the melody 
on harmonica. The band has a 
knack for including songs people 
had forgotten they loved. 

Two Greenbelt singer-song- 
writers, Geoff King and Doug 
Way, will team up to serve up 
funny stories, a little honky-tonk, 
folk and maybe even some surf 
music. Both have been perform- 
ing for over three decades with 
numerous bands and musical col- 
laborations. 

Bring a beach chair and danc- 
ing shoes to the festival. 

Global Warming, that band of 


middle-aged teenagers, plans to 
set the beat and get everyone up 
on their feet. 

Chris Marks, lead singer 
and guitar, sets the tone with 
a refined Bob Dylan style vo- 
cal and riffs that dance circles 
around the steady drum beat. 
He is joined by Kevin Zucker 
on the accordion and keyboard, 
Richard Loebelson on bass and 
Ross Holtz and Tom Parker on 
percussion. 

Most climate experts are cer- 
tain that global warming is real 
and this band agrees. They 
believe the way to cool things 
down is to find joy in life, to 
sing along and let the feet go 
with the flow. That is reflected 
in the group’s musical selec- 
tions. 

Other Features 

The Fall Harvest Festival will 
also feature arts and crafts, sev- 
eral hands-on public art projects, 
the making of a stone soup and, 
for more energetic folk — a first 
for festival — a ping pong table 
with an expert in the sport to 
challenge them to “get up and 
move.”

When storm water comes 
out of the culvert under Hill- 
side Road, it hits a series of 
step pools and weirs, slowing 
down the water accelerated by 
impermeable surfaces and giv- 
ing it more time to get soaked 
up. Riddle wished that she 
could have shown the group a 
cross-section of the weirs. This 
is where the streambed was ex- 
cavated and filled with layers 
of boulders, rocks, gravel and 
sand engineered to capture and 
spread out as much water as 
possible. This particular restora- 
tion design is a relatively recent 
one. Named “Coastal Plain Out- 
fall,” it 1s a technique developed 
by Underwood and Associates 
with support from Anne Arundel 
County and the Maryland De- 
partment of Environment. 

The project required taking 
down some large trees. New 
native trees were planted “with 
wet feet.” One tour-goer pointed 
out a white ribbon around one 
large tree. Riddle explained it 
had been slated to be cut down 
but she wanted to keep as many 
trees as possible and was see- 
ing how many of the marginal 
choices could survive. 

The group stopped at a foot 
bridge just past a basketball 
court, where the streambed be- 
comes a concrete-lined swale. 
This is 1940s engineering and 
the goals for storm water man- 
agement back then were dif- 
ferent. People wanted to get 
storm water off the streets and 
ground as fast as possible to

prevent flooding. It did what 
it was supposed to do. Today’s 
goals are to limit the amount of 
silt and pollution that washes 
down gutters and into streams 
and rivers. 

How well does the 2012 en- 
gineering stream restoration 
work? Riddle regularly walks 
the waterways of Greenbelt in 
rains and storms. It’s really the 
only way to assess the problems 
storm waters present and how 
well attempts to mitigate those 
succeed. She admits that storms 
still bring a great deal of water 
down this stream but when it 
comes out of the culvert under 
Crescent Road it is now clear, 
whereas before it was loaded 
with silt. 

Another free Storm Water 
Tour led by Riddle is scheduled 
for Sunday, October 14 from 1 
to 4 p.m. This tour will be by 
bus, so seating is limited. The 
tour will look at business sites 
and their surrounding parking 
lots. Which business centers are 
using environmentally friendly 
methods of storm water manage- 
ment? Are any business areas 
using them? What does the 
lack of storm water management 
methods mean for communities 
and for natural areas?

discussed briefly the results of an 
assessment that Park & Planning 
staff had undertaken to estimate 
the shading effect of the expected 
high rise buildings proposed for 
the North Core on the residential 
community of North College Park 
just east of the CSX and Metrorail 
lines. Based on their research, 
Williams said the most easterly 
homes in North College Park 
would experience shading until 
7:45 a.m. and much less shading 
by 9 am. This issue has been, 
and remains, significant for North 
College Park residents. 

Mayor Judith Davis of Green- 
belt led off the public testimony 
with each speaker limited to three 
minutes. Davis strongly expressed 
the view that the City of Green- 
belt will not support the pro- 
posed Sector Plan. She noted that 
Greenbelt’s concerns, as offered 
by the city and its residents during 
the nearly two years of workshops 
and meetings, have not been re- 
flected in the Preliminary Plan. 

With dramatic changes in de- 
velopment, emphasis of the plan 
is on further widening of road- 
ways and failure better to connect 
Greenbelt communities, she said, 
“the Preliminary Plan was not a 
good plan or the right plan for 
Greenbelt.” 

College Park View 

Andrew Fellows, mayor of 
College Park, spoke briefly, indi- 
cating serious concern with the 
Preliminary Plan’s impact on the 
North College Park Community. 
His colleague on the College Park 
City Council, Patrick Wojahn, 
provided specific concerns of the

community closest to the North 
Core proposed development, citing 
the maximum height of buildings 
there should be no more than 12 
stories. 

Crucial to lessening the adverse 
impact of noise and light pollution 
from the expected development, 
Wojahn recommended moving fur- 
ther east the so-called north-south 
connector road between the South 
Core and the North Core, bringing 
it away from the rail tracks and 
the proposed interchange from 
1-495 and from the residential 
neighborhood. 

Greenbelt Councilmember Kon- 
rad Herling focused his remarks 
on the fact that the Preliminary 
Plan’s many recommendations are 
contrary to the stated goals of the 
Sector Plan and that they do not 
deliver on the “Complete Streets” 
ideas considered during the plan’s 
development or the environmental 
sensitivity in the South Core area 
of Greenbelt West. According to 
his view, the plan misses opportu- 
nities to connect better the various 
Greenbelt sectors and, instead, rec- 
ommends widening existing roads 
in Greenbelt that create additional 
barriers. 

Quality of Life 

Greenbelt Councilmember Leta 
Mach stressed quality of life is- 
sues ignored by the Preliminary 
Plan when it adds tremendous 
growth, ignores adequate recre- 
ational space and departs from, 
instead of embracing, the historic 
planned community features of 
Greenbelt. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts echoed Mach’s points. He

described the Preliminary Plan as 
“opposite of what the citizens par- 
ticipating in the many workshops 
were talking about.” To serve 
the expected increased population 
resulting from the Preliminary 
Plan, Roberts said it would be 
impossible for Greenbelt to pro- 
vide adequate recreation space and 
facilities. 

Jodio Kulpa-Eddie, a council- 
member from Berwyn Heights, 
expressed concern regarding a 
potential impact on the town’s tax 
revenue with the loss of existing 
commercial and light-industrial 
activity in their part of the Pre- 
liminary Plan and the likelihood 
of loss of tax revenue during the 
transition to Mixed-Use-Infill M- 
U-I zoning. 

Attorneys Larry Taub and Marc 
Kapistin, representing Quantum 
Companies, owners of the Beltway 
Plaza Mall, spoke in favor of the 
treatment in the Preliminary Plan 
of the zoning change for the cen- 
ter from Commercial-Shopping- 
Center to the M-U-I zone. They 
said the new zone will allow them 
to transform the property into a 
more Metro-oriented development. 

The Greenbelt City Council, 
on the other hand, opposes that 
zoning change because the Pre- 
liminary Plan did not apply the 
Development District Overlay 
Zone (DDOZ) to the Beltway 
Plaza property. 

Matthew Johnson and Jeff 
Lemieux, members of the Green- 
belt Advisory Planning Board, 
spoke as individuals. They ex- 
pressed strong dissatisfaction with 
the Preliminary Plan’s emphasis 
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Mayor Judith Davis in addressing the joint hearing board 
describes Greenbelt’s opposition to the Preliminary Sector 


Plan. 


on the widening of Greenbelt 
Road to eight lanes as contrary to 
what had been discussed during 
community workshops. 

Johnson felt the Greenbelt Plan 
was being sacrificed for the ease 
of “commuters (cars) passing 
through Greenbelt.” 

Indian Creek 

Ben Fischler of Greenbelt 
spoke briefly for the Citizens 
to Conserve and Restore Indian 
Creek (CCRIC). The group be- 
lieves a lot of mapping work 1s 
needed in the Preliminary Plan to 
reflect the actual paths of Indian 
Creek and all its tributaries. Ear- 
lier in the hearing, Williams had 
announced the availability of new 
exhibits and errata that attempt to 
correct the stream valley path for 
Indian Creek. 

Another Greenbelt Water Qual- 
ity advocate, Cary Coppack, urged 
that the plan include the latest 
storm water management stan- 
dards based on the 2001 Ana- 
costia Agreement. Coppack also 
argued for only a single lane for 
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pedestrians, bicyclists and public 
transportation for the proposed 
connector between the South and 
North Cores. 

Some North College Park resi- 
dents testifying focused on the 
Preliminary Plan’s inclusion of 
a recommendation for a pedes- 
trian overpass over the CSX/ 
Metrorail tracks at Huron Street in 
their community. They expressed 
strong opposition to the overpass 
on the basis of its safety, visual 
effect and disturbance of the sen- 
sitive environment in that area. 
Some said it should be further 
south. 

Williams indicated that follow- 
ing the close of public comments 
on the Preliminary Plan, a Plan- 
ning Board worksession will be 
held in mid-November. Consider- 
ation of the plan could be sched- 
uled for December 6. A District 
Council (Prince George’s County 
Council) worksession could be 
scheduled in mid-January with 
adoption of the Sector Plan in 
spring 2013.

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Council Plans for Collective 
Bargaining, Bids, Heritage 


The key actions of the Green- 
belt City Council at its September 
24 regular meeting were to agree 
to a proposal by the Greenbelt 
Fraternal Order of Police (FOP) 
regarding the upcoming collective 
bargaining and to pass legislation 
to approve purchases without bid 
from specified vendors without 
using the bidding procedures re- 
quired for larger purchases. 

Collective Bargaining 

The city government and the 
FOP are scheduled to begin ne- 
gotiating their third collective 
bargaining agreement no later 
than January 2, 2013. In past ne- 
gotiations, legal counsel for both 
sides participated in all negotiat- 
ing sessions. The FOP proposed 
that the two sides dispense with 
the day-to-day participation of 
legal counsel. They noted that 
such an approach could save both 
sides significant expense. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin recommended that 
council accept the approach pro- 
posed by the FOP while reserv- 
ing the right to bring in legal 
counsel should the substance or 
tenor of negotiations warrant it. 
He noted that the two previous 
negotiations had gone well. The 
agreement will be reviewed by 
the city’s attorney and council 
upon completion. Council unani- 
mously approved McLaughlin’s 
recommendation.

Council unanimously approved

The student must enroll at a 
community college in the county 
where the student attended high 
school within four years of grad- 
uation where tuition would be at 
in-county rates. 

The student must then obtain 
an associate degree or complete 
60 credits before transferring to a 
public four-year institution. This 
must be accomplished within four 
years of completion of the degree 
or credit requirement. 

Additionally, the immigrant 
student or the parents or guard- 
lans must file Maryland tax re- 
turns during high-school years, 
after high-school graduation and 
while the student is in attendance 
at a community college or in- 
stitution of higher education. If 
not a permanent resident, the 
student must agree to apply for 
permanent residency within 30 
days of becoming eligible to do 
so. When required, individuals 
must register with the Selective 
Service System. 

Time Extension 

The Dream Act would also 
extend the time during which 
honorably discharged veterans can 
qualify for in-state tuition rates 
from one year to four years after 
discharge, provided that the indi- 
vidual attended high school for at 
least three years in Maryland and 
either graduated from high school 
or obtained a general education 
degree (GED) in Maryland. 

In addition, the law provides 
that students granted in-state 
tuition through these methods 
would be counted against the out- 
of-state student quotas and there- 
fore would not have any impact 
on acceptance of other in-state 
Maryland students. 

Supporters of the Dream Act 
argue that students who would 
be eligible were brought to the 
U.S. as children through no de- 
cision of their own, have been 
raised entirely in this country 
and consider it their home. More 
pragmatically, it is in Maryland’s 
best interest for them to continue 
their education past high school, 
thereby becoming more produc- 
tive residents and supplementing 
the tax base at higher levels. In 
addition, there is no benefit to 
state and local government in 
withholding education from future 
residents and workers. 

Opponents of the Dream Act 
would say it is unknown how 
many people would qualify for 
the program and thus what would 
be the financial impact. While 
Maryland does not pay directly 
for in-state tuition, many consider 
the difference to be lost income. 

There is also less need for the 
program since President Obama 
in June announced implementa- 
tion of the “Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals” (DACA) 
directive, which would allow 
nearly 1.7 million young students 
without documentation to avoid 
deportation and to seek autho- 
rization to work in the United 
States. Moreover, providing this

benefit might have hidden costs 
if it attracts more undocumented 
immigrants and their children to 
the state and thus must receive 
Services. 

Question 4 Issues 

A report posted this week by 
the Maryland Institute for Policy 
Analysis and Research at the 
University of Maryland, Balti- 
more County, attempts to provide 
some answers about Question 4. 
It concludes that although initial 
costs would exceed estimates 
provided in the state’s analysis, in 
the long term the benefits could 
far exceed the initial investment 
by increased tax revenues and 
lower incarceration costs from a 
more educated citizenry. 

The study finds little evidence 
that passage of the Dream Act 
would result in luring additional 
undocumented families to the 
state since the lead-time required 
to benefit from the law would be 
prohibitive to come here for that 
reason alone. A family would 
need to decide at least three years 
before the student’s high school 
graduation to move to Maryland 
in addition to paying income 
taxes for those years. 

Though controversial, the 
Dream Act has been more of a 
snooze than originally anticipated, 
in part, because it has been over- 
shadowed by referendums on 
gambling and gay marriage that 
have generated much stronger 
feelings. Recent polls reported in 
the Washington Post have varied 
from showing that a majority of 
Maryland residents support the 
Dream Act to showing opinion 
as split.

The Turkish 
origins of coffee rankled devout 
Catholics, who considered it the 
drink of the infidels. Although 
Pope Clement VIII called it “the 


drink of the devil,” he later tasted 
it, enjoyed it and allowed Catho- 
lics to partake with a clear con- 
science.

On September 29, Cesar Mil- 
lan, a/k/a the Dog Whisperer, 
and Scooby-Doo led the Second 
Annual National Family Pack 
Walk on the National Mall in 
Washington, D.C. The one-mile 
walk raised $56,379 for the Cesar 
Millan Foundation to help rescue, 
rehabilitate and re-home abused 
and abandoned dogs.

“The handlers 
worked hard to show how well 
trained dogs should be.” 

Next up were the GDT Demo 
and Show Team, the “Scent- 
Satiations” led by Darlene Chro- 
niger. Seven dogs and their 
humans demonstrated free-style. 
Chroniger explained, “Free-Style 
is when humans work with their 
dogs through obedience, skills 
training and hard work to form 
a foundation for free movement, 
which can be developed into a 
dance-like routine and choreo- 
graphed to music.” 

When the day was done Leon- 
ardo, possibly the oldest reported 
dog at 15 in the Pack Walk, went 
home in his wagon for a long 


nap.

Sarah Saviet’s 


At the end of August violinist 
Sarah Saviet brought a cheer- 
ing sold out audience to its feet 
at Mishkan Torah Synagogue. 
Saviet performed shortly before 
leaving for Berlin to study for a 
master’s degree in performance at 
the University of the Arts on Ful- 
bright and Germany University- 
funded DAAD grants. She last 
performed at Mishkan Torah in 
March on her 22nd birthday, in 
the second of this year’s Mishkan 
Torah’s Young Performers Series. 

Saviet played a challenging 
series of classic and contempo- 
rary works, explaining each piece. 
She opened with a cornerstone of 
the violin chamber repertory, the 
Sonata in G major by Johannes 
Brahms. Her accompanist for 
the afternoon was pianist and 
composer Simone Baron, now 
studying piano at Oberlin Con- 
servatory. Saviet next played two 
contemporary works, the Ricono- 
scenza per Geofreddo Petrassi 
of composer Elliot Carter and 
Inscriptions by Israeli-American 
composer Shulamit Ran. Ri1- 
conoscenza she said, is “a piece 
which creates different musical 
characters and personalities.”
